repo rted by a dawn ho spital 
bulletin as being “ awake and 
alert” and in a “ stable and 
satisfacto ry ” co nditio n. 
Cheerful Reunio n 
His wife v isited him briefly 
aro und 2 a.m., abo ut nine ho urs 
after the unprecedented surge­ 
ry , fo r what a spo kesman called 
“ a cheerful reunio n” and then 
issued a tearful 
hand-written 
plea 
fo r 
“ so meo ne 
so me­ 
where” to make a gift o f a 
“ Go d-giv en” 
heart 
fo r 
her 
husband. 
Mrs. Karp, also in bad health, 
held her husband’s hand and 


talked to him briefly while the 
co uple’s 22-y ear-o ld so n, Mike, 
lo o ked o n fro m an o bserv atio n 
windo w 
abo v e 
the 
reco v ery 
ro o m. 
“ He was a bit ho arse because 
o f the tubes which had been in 
his mo uth and he co uld talk to 
her o nly briefly ,” a spo kesman 
said o f the v isit. 
Afterward, Mrs. Karp handed 
St. Luke’s o fficials a jerkily 
written no te in which she said 
she 
“ cried 
witho ut 
tears” 
as 
she watched him “ ly ing there, 
breathing 
and 
kno wing 
that 
within his chest there is a man- 


made implement where there 
sho uld be a Go d-giv en heart.” 
The artificial heart, Co o ley 
said, eliminated the po ssibility 
o f rejectio n, apparently elimin­ 
ated the threat o f co agulatio n, 
and minimized the destructio n 
o f blo o d v essels.

fro m 
Clev eland, Tex ., who died after 
giv ing birth, was taken to St. 
Luke’s Ho spital in Ho usto n, a 
jo urney o f nearly 50 miles. Her 
heart was kept aliv e alo ng the 
way with a resuscitato r but it 
co llapsed 
as 
her 
bo dy 
was 
bro ught into the ho spital. 
Co o ley said after the o pera- 
tio n the artificial heart co uld 


keep Karp aliv e if a suitable 
human do no r co uld be fo und “ in 
a week o r so .” 


Karp’s wife and o ldest so n, 
Michael, 
22, 
remained 
in 
seclusio n at the ho spital to day . 
His wife is repo rted in po o r 
health 
and 
ho spital 
o fficials 
tho ught it wo uld be to o much o f 
a strain to let her make a 
public appearance. 


Co o ley , who has transplanted 
mo re human hearts than any 
o ther do cto r, to o k three ho urs 
to place the artificial heart into 
Karp 
Friday . Karp’s o riginal 


heart had deterio rated so much 
that he became ex hausted by 
the slightest phy sical activ ity .

o f 
Selma 
and 
arriv ed 
in 
Mo ntgo mery 
in 
time 
fo r 
a 
meeting Friday night. 
The 196 5 march flared into 
v io lence and ended with be­ 
tween 50,000 and 6 0,000 perso ns 
in fro nt o f the capito l. 
In marked co ntrast to the 
v io lence o f March 7 , 196 5, the 
Selma po rtio n o f the tribute 
went 
o ff 
witho ut a 
hitch. 


Sheriff’s deputies, Selma po lice 
and 
Alabama 
state 
tro o pers 
cleared the way fo r the gro up. 
Upo n arriv al in Mo ntgo mery , 
the marchers held a sho rt rally 
at 
a 
Catho lic co mplex 
then 
marched thro ugh city streets to 
a church fo r a serv ice in ho no r 
o f King. 
Fo llo wing 
the 
serv ice, 
the 
marchers walked back to the 
Catho lic co mplex to spend the 
night. 
Led by two black and white 
m u l e s , 
the 
Selma 
march 
cro ssed 
the 
Edmund 
Pettus 
Bridge where fo ur y ears ago 
state 
tro o pers 
tear 
gassed 
demo nstrato rs 
and 
mo unted 
Dallas co unty sheriff’s o fficers 
ro de many do wn. 
A large number o f Negro es, 
mo stly elderly , watched as the 
marchers 
talked 
thro ugh the 
heart o f the Selma business 
district.

Du rin g th e sev en o r eig h t y ears sin ce th e p ro p erty 
h as b een u sed as a lu mb er y ard , th ere h av e b een v ario u s 
p ro p o sals fo r u se o f th e p ro p erty , b u t mo st sp ecu latio n 
h as b een reg ard in g it b ein g u sed b y city g o v ern men t. 
Usin g th e p ro p erty fo r o ff-street p ark in g h as b een 
d o min ated b y p ro p o sals o v er th e y ears, b u t o th er su g ­ 
g estio n s h av e b een mad e fo r its u se in co n ju n ctio n with 
co mmercial d ev elo p men t. 
These hav e included so me in­ 
terest at o ne time by the D-X 
Oil Co mpany and by the city 
fo r the petro leum co mpany to 
ex pand its o peratio ns and the 
city to dev elo p the rest o f the 
site as a parking lo t. 
This idea and practically all 
o thers hav e included the no tio n 
o f ex tending Highland Av enue 
fro m 
Co mmercial 
Alley 
and 
building Riv er Street o n west 
o f Peo ria Av enue to Highland 
Av enue.

cieate 
street traffic o n two sides o f 
the pro perty no t no w bo rdeied 
by streets.

trated sho pping area because o f 
the av ailability o f nearby park- 
in^r.

set aside fo r the Po pe to change 
into during to day ’s ceremo ny 
after remo v ing his purple ro bes. 
This signifies the end o f mo urn­ 
ing fo r the death o f Christ o n 
Go o d Friday and the co ming o f 
Easter. 
In the Ho ly Land 1,000 pil­ 
grims were gathered in J erusa­ 
lem fo r v igil serv ices at the 
4 00-y ear-o ld Church o f the Ho ly 
Sepulchre, which traditio n ho lds 
is the site o f Christ’s to mb. 
It was the seco nd Ho ly Week 
in J erusalem under Israeli rule 
and it passed as peacefully as 
any o ther. White-capped securi­

SDS presented one 
of the major revolutionary threats to law and 
the American sy stem. That threat was never one 
to make mandatory drastic counter-action by the 
public and the government, but SDS wa* growing 
m influence i-mong the y oung. Its appeal derived 
from its nihilistic nature — that is, it wanted to 
destroy American society as we know it, without 
presenting any alternatives. 
Because it had no positive program, SDS 
could mvuit the bored, the dissatisfied, the ideal­ 
istic who saw only the faults in life as we lead 
it today , the New Ix dtists, and the Communists. 
Of the last-named element 
there were only a 
scattering of Moscow-ty pe Reds. The Maoists and 
Hoists were preponderant. As a coalition of 
juvenile radicals, it hail an almost unlimited 
potential for « himng up trouble. 
Today the very nature of the organization is 
bringing it down. On the one hand, the unorean- 
/ied neo-anarchists of the New Left are attempt­ 
ing to hold SDS to its policies of anti-statism and 
freewheeling radicalism. On the other, the Maoirt- 
Hoist Communists, members of the Progressive 
Labor Party , are using their smaller hut tightly 
knit forces to take over the machinery and the 
"good-will” of S1>S. 
For the neo-anarchists, jt is the same kind 
of « atuaUon that saw Spain’s anarcho-sy ndicalists 
— the largest and most powerful grouping on the 
left — derunatid by the unpopular but organized 
Communists in the “ Popular Front” Thirties. 
ThU has been the story of anarchism versus 
Communism for many decades. 
The neo-anarchists have found no way of 
coping with the Communist phalanx within their 
organization 
Following classic tactics, the Pro­ 
gressive I,al>r>r Party has placed men and sy m­ 
pathizers in key positions. Those taeties bore 
fruit this week when SDS met for its National 
Committee meeting at the University of Tex as 
In Austin. Michael Klonsky . in the strategic post 
of ex ecutive secretary , ignored the hostility of 


the anarchists and humanists to Communist slo­ 
ganeering, announcing that “ our primary aim if 
to build a Marx ist-Leninist revolutionary move­ 
ment.” 
Once upon a time, that statement would have 
meant Kionsky ’s ex pulsion from SDS, but that 
wav before organization had reversed its stand 
against admitting Communists and pro-Commun- 
ists. Since then, the infiltrators have taken over 
many of the leadership positions, nationally and 
locally in SDS. Kionsky ’s faction calls itself the 
"worker-vtudent alliance,” harking back to the 
day s when ih<- Stalinists believed that they could 
make red-hots of the American wage earner. 
The “ work« r-student alliance” objects to the 
subculture of th** neo-anarchists, their rock and 
poi “ life sty le,” their shaggy hair and shaggier 
Ivaitls. At the University of Tex as meeting, the 
Maoists, their hair cut short, tried to force 
through a resolution condemning the use of dings. 
The resolution was defeated, whereupon the Marx - 
ist-Leninists accused the New I**ft of “ fascism.” 
f ist fights broke out at the Tex as meeting as the 
New I/eft continued to mobilize a slim majority 
of delegates. 
So bitter was the feeling between the Marx ist- 
Leninisfs and the New Left that the singing of 
“ Solidarity Forever,” an old leftist song which 
SDS has taken over, was interrupted by the chant­ 
ing of “ Defeat False Unity .” “ Unity ” is what the 
Marx ist-Iioninists now' demand — at the ex pense 
of the woolly bickering that characterized SDS 
sessions in the past. 
SDS. in shirt, is becoming polarized — the 
statist and dictatorial Marx ist-Leninists at one 
pole, the neo-anarchist and hippie “ humanists” 
at its opposite The result of this can only be a 
takeover by the Maoist * organization men,” with 
SDS becoming a Red Chinese front. When that 
happens. SDS will split, with the shattered organ­ 
ization in Marx ist-Leninist hands. 
This is what remains of a Students for a 
Democratic Society which not too long ago was 
say ing with supreme confidence, “ Today Colum­ 
bia, tomorrow the world.”

Tornadoes Are Usually 
Unpredictable, Tragic 


CHICAGO — On a hot sticky 
day with southerly winds and 
a 
threatening, 
ominous 
sky , 
weather 
bureaus 
across 
the 
nation 
remain 
psy chologically 
alert for impending disaster. 
They know these are “ ty pical” 
tornado-forming weather condi­ 
tions — and they also know 
there is nothing “ ty pical” about 
any tornado! 
Tornado paths, on the aver­ 
age, are only a quarter of a 
mile wide and seldom more 
than 16 miles long. However, 
tornadoes have been known to 
cause heavy destruction along 
paths more than amile wide and 
300 miles long. The only safe 
generalizations 
that 
can 
be 
made about all tornadoes are 
that they are alway s unpredict­ 
able and, when they touch down 
in populated areas, are almost 
alway s tragic. 
Through satellite pictures of 
storms, 
scientists 
eventually 
hope to provide up to two hours 
advance warning that a tornado 
might 
strike 
a specific 
area. 
Until that day , there is still 
enough warning time in which 
simple 
life-saving 
precautions 
can be taken. 
According 
to 
th e 
National 
Safety Council, a storm cellar, 
cave, or underground structure, 
such as an underground parking 
facility or a subway , unques­ 
tionably offers the greatest pro­ 


tection. However, most people 
do not have access to areas 
such as these, and they should 
do the following: 
If at home and y ou do not 
have a basement, get under 
some strong furniture against 
strong inside walls and cover 
y ourself with a rug This will 
provide some protection against 
fly ing glass and falling debris. 
If y ou have time, open the 
door and windows on the sides 
of the house away from the 
storm to help prevent ex plosion­ 
like damage. Stay away from 
the door and windows during 
the emergency . Do not go out­ 
doors and do not get into a 
motor vehicle. 
Keep a battery -powered radio 
with y ou to listen to weather 
information, and so y ou’ll know 
when the warning is lifted. 
If y ou’re in the city or in 
town, take shelter in a modern, 
steel-reinforced office building 
and stand 
in interior hallway s, 
preferably in the basement. 
In schools, go to an interior 
hallway on the lower floor. 
Avoid 
auditoriums, 
gy mna­ 
siums, or other structures with 
wide, 
free-span 
roofs. 
Make 
sure y ou learn y our school’s 
emergency procedures in ad­ 
vance of any impending emer­ 
gencies. 
At a shopping center, stay 
away from large glass windows 


and parked automobiles. Take 
shelter in one of the stores on 
a lower floor and, if possible, 
get beneath a counter. 
A car can be a dangerous 
place to be, but it is possible, 
in some 
cases, 
to escape by 
driving at right angles to the 
tornado’s path. 
Ex cept when 
driving in metropolitan areas, 
especially on ex pressway s and 
freeway s, it is safer to abandon 
the car and seek shelter in the 
nearest depression. Avoid cul­ 
verts that may suddenly fill 
with deep rushing water. How­ 
ever, if y ou are trapped in flat, 
open country , stay ing in the car 
can be better than no protection 
at all. 
If y ou are in open country 
afoot, and there’s no time to 
escape, take cover in any kind 
of depression —- a ditch, ravine, 
or ex cavation. Lie absolutely 
flat, 
and y ou’ll probably bo 
safe. 


J esus: Eterna l 
Co re o f Life

Our claim is that Pilate and 
J esus are the dominant person­ 
alities of Holy Week.

The mood and inter 
pretation of St. Paul is quite 
different from Mark and Luke. 
The ly ric writing of the Gospel 
of J ohn is in sharp contrast to 
the inspiration of Matthew. 
And when we go outside of 
the scripture encounter with J e­ 
sus Christ we face the theolo­ 
gians'’ ideas of Messiah and Ser­ 
vant and King. The pilgrimage 
of the faithful is enhanced by 
their road maps and strength­ 
ened by their findings, only to 
be jarred by the contrary sighs 
of the my stics and the lonely 
saints in the desert. The Chris­ 
tian 
ex perience 
never really 
breaks away from the group 
and that is the source of so 
much power and contradiction. 
Look at art. Go to any major 
museum in this country or Eu­ 
rope and y ou will find an amaz­ 
ing 
panorama 
of 
portraits, 
scenes and artistic endeavors to 
ex press the non-verbal feelings 
about the man who lived be­ 
tween Christmas and Easter. 
We are overwhelmed y et en­ 
riched by this diversity of crea­ 
tive 
ferment 
which 
finds 
a 
source in J esus Christ. 
I am sure that even the most 
understanding Christian has had 
some bad moments over pro­ 
ductions that come out of the 
plaster period of church art —

surpassed only by the gross of­ 
fering of the newest school of 
religious ex pression known as 
“ airport art.” These little mass- 
produced gimmicks with pseu­ 
doreligious overtones are sold 
along with the chewing gum and 
Indian 
moccasins 
that 
hang 
near cash registers around the 
world. 
A replica of pray ing 
hands or mustard seeds can 
now be found on ballpoint pens, 
slide rules, cuff links, tie clasps 
and lamps that glow in the 
dark. Sometimes our Chiristian 
diversity is surpassed only by 
its absurdity . 
But the thrilling thing for me 
is that new insights and under­ 
standings continue to enter the 
world of men and Christ. Not 
alway s from a church father 
or 
the 
proper 
theologians. 
Sometimes it is a y oungster, 
often from the day -to-day be­ 
liever who doesn’t write books 
or columns for newspaper dis­ 
tribution. The variety of the 
Christian life 1* absolutely de­ 
pendent on the shared idea, at­ 
titude and conviction of the 
whole gathering. That is our 
strength and our secret. 
In his book, “ The Real J e­ 
sus,” my friend Louis Cassels 
highlights the vital, 
ex dting 
events in the We of Christ. 
Many of us have found it to 
be especially helpful when we 
want to find again the fullness 
of His life, not only during Holy 
Week and on Good Friday , but 
all the way from Christmas to 
Easter. The author brings out 
the teachings of J esus concern­ 
ing poverty , sex , government 
and prophecy . But all of this 
is without meaning or perspec­ 
tive until y ou grapple with the 
Easter event. 
Say s this newspaperman: 
"Why has the Church, from 
its earliest day s until now, at* j 
tached such basic importance 
to the assertion that J esus re­ 
turned to life after he was cru­ 
cified, dead, and buried? 
“ It was not as a spectacular 
miracle that the resurrection 
impressed the disciples. They 
had seen J esus do many ex tra­ 
ordinary things, and they did 
not doubt God’s ability to resus­ 
citate a corpse if He chose to 
do so. 
“ What mattered to the disci­ 
ples — and the only thing that 
should matter to us today — 
is that God did choose to do 
so in the case of J esus.” 
And to those who believe, J e­ 
sus is not simply a stirring 
story of ancient courage but the 
very center of life now and al­ 
way s.
